Gently pouring bacltho contents' of 
of his glass into tho'ottlo, the journ- 
alist replaced the o'k, collected tho 
chips of sealing-vx, melted them 
and spread them o« tho top, which 
he then carefully ibbed in tho cin- 
ders of tho grate; id, all this done, 
he sat down and rote as follows to 
the poet Lamarti'. then (1848) Min- 
istor for Poreig Affairs: -"Illustri- 
ous Citizen,— Yd" last manifesto to 
the foreign Puwt's, couched in terms 
of the most ejited patriotism, has 
filled my lieartwith admiring emo- 
tion.

proof 'of Is gratitude, in the shape 
of an apfi'intm'ent to go and report on 
the condtion of a distressed wino- 
growingdistriet in Burgundy. This 
put LeoLespuB' foot in the stirrup, 
and frbt this time ho cantered on 
briskly nough to fortuuo and success 
iiUhp:H't with Moiso iVfiilaud, the 
fa untie.' of the "Petit Journal," who 
selocUl him to writo tho "clirouiqnoa" 
above-mentioned at a salary ot £3,000 
a year, By and-by M. Dalloy, of the 
"Petit Moniteur," came, and outbid 
M. Millaud by offering Timothee 
Trimm XI, 000. Tho war aud siego of 
Paris put an end to this engagement, 
and also indirectly brought about tho 
death of Timothee Trimm, by subject- 
ing bin to dietary privations, which 
developed tho germs of a disease 
from which ho was beginning to suf- 
fer. 

In personal appearanco, taste, anil man- 
ners Timothou Trimm was a thorough 
Uohomjan - fat, jolly, nml hi uff, with a 
Jarmli that (jllod a room and lie *oemed 
to ulnar tb/> air around him. At tho fidl 
tido of his fortunes ha wore a velvet eoat 
and waistcoat, very loud pantaloons, 
scarlet nntin necktie, and a profusion of 
juassivo jewellery, lie was a prodigious 
OftfcOr ftild ft 'refniod gourmet, sharing his 
higtt gastronomic roputation with M. M. 
Charles Monselot and Hugeuo Cliavetto, 
who both happily survive him. He was 
Al«o as roeklo»»ly genoroua a spendthrift 



as Alexandre Dumas, and, ovon when 
money ilowod prosperously toward him, 
continually found himself iu straits, '.from 
which ho was often wont to emerge by 
devices which stamped him as a practi- 
cal jokor of rare order. A tradesman 
having long dunned him for a bill, Les- 
pes ono day wroto in dejected terms ap- 
pointing an interview for tho morrow, 
and mysteriously promising that pay- 
ment should bo effected "at no matter 
what sacrifice of personal dignity." The 
tradesman on calling at tho hour fixed 
found Lespea sitting in a room stripped 
of its furniture, and clad in nothing but 
a pair of bathing drawers." I have part- 
od with my most indispensable garments 
to do honour to my obligations," said 
Lospos, handing him a heap of bank- 
notes, -and now all I a*k is that you 
givo mo your arm for a walk down tho 
.Boulevards in order to provo that you 
think mo an honest man." 

A last anecdote will paint tho charac- 
ter of a good-humoured, genial wit, who 
has left none but friends behind uiin.and 
who will probably bo remembered more 
for his friendship than for his writings. 
Ono day Lespes being at work was dis- 
agreeably intruded on by a creditor who 
aunouueed his intention of not departing 
till he was paid. . Parley proved useless; 
the creditor planted himself on a chair, 
»ud Lespes beheld him with consterna- 
tion draw bread aud cheese from his 
pockets aa though to fortify himself 
against ovents. Several hours glided 
by. LiBspea had resumed his writing and 
finished an article. Tho creditor showed 
no sighs of moving, and, from tho glan- 
ces which ho cast at a sofa, was evidently 
speculating what kind of bud it would 
mako. Suddenly Lespes roso, and with 
bits of newspaper began carefully block- 
ing all the apertures through which air 
could coma into the room. He then 
made preparations for lighting a charcoal 
fire; but beforo applying tho match pasted 
on the wall, just opposite the creditor's 
oyes, a paper thus laconically worded: 
"Take notice, that we die of our own 
will." "What nro you doing?" exclaimed 
tho creditor uneasily. "Your society 
would render life intolerable, so we ore 
going to commit suicide together,' 
answered Timothee tranquilly. Need- 
less to say that the creditor decamped.

FRESH NEGOTIATIONS. 

Tho speech of Mr. Blnko, uu extract 
from whioh wo furnished yesterday, gives 
strength and force to a rumor (lint In s 
been in circulation in this city for some 
weeks to tho effect that negotiations for 
new terms were in progross. Indeed, we 
may say that tho uttoraucos of Mr. Blake 
are quite unqualified on this point. Aftor 
expressing tho opinion that tho settle- 
ment attempted to bo made through the 
Mediation of Lord Carnarvon with Bri- 
tish Gohnnbin was more onerous to Ca 
nada than it should bo, he says that bo- 
fore ho took office tho points of difference 
between himBelf and Mr. Maoke'izio were 
disoussed and that there was an "agree- 
ment upon a policy which was satisfac- 
tory to himself." He adds, "negotiations 
are now going on" for a further relaxa- 
tion of the old or an alteration of the 
new Terms of Union. It will bo seen 
that Mr. Blako doclino8 to recognizo the 
arrangement with Lord Carnarvon as 
final, for he refers to it as an "attempted" 
settlement, and ho is emphatic in letting 
bis hearers understand that "negotia- 
tions aro now going on." With whom 
negotiations are being conducted wo 
caunot speak with any degreo of certain 
ty; but we could scarcely imagine Mr. 
Mackenzie negotiating with Earl Carnar- 
yon without uu understanding having 
beon arrived at with tho British Colum- 
bia Government. If that understanding 
has really been attained, tho failure of 
hlr. Walkem's mission to England be- 
comes still uoro apparent than before. To 
continuo to call that mission a "success" 
in the face of such positive evidence of 
disaster would bo simply to hold the 
Local Government up to public scorn 
and ridicule. Mr. Walkem went to Lon- 
don to preserve tho Terms of Union. Ho 
returned with tho Terms severely relax- 
ed. Now Mr. Blake declares that, t ha', 
relaxation is too 'onerous," that the 
settlement was never consummated, only 
"attempted," and that "negotiations are 
now going on" on a basis still more ad- 
vantageous to Canada. To what those 
negotiations may tend we do not wish to 
speculate at present. Wo do not even 
wish to ho made the vchielo for the dis- 
semination of rumors that are li ving from 
mouth to mouth in this city, and which, 
if true, indicate a radical change in the 
railway programme as it affects British 
Columbia. "Hope deferred muketli the 
heart sick;" and after the Very important 
coooeRsion whioh wo thought British 
Columbia had made, we confess that we 
wera not prepared for farther demands. 
What those demands consist of the Local 
Gj voruoient is probably wall enough 
aware. We are quite prepared to hear 
tnat they have agreed to sacrifice one im- 
portant public work to seen re another of 
doubtfnl utility: but whether they have 
or not, they should take tho Province 
into their immediate confidence, Ono of 
the strongest objections urged against 
this Ministry is their frequent, refusal to 
consult the people. They commenced 
•with altering the Constitution of the 
Province without asking the permission 
of the constituencies; and thfy ended by 
rofuning to logislato upon the Relaxed 
Terms. This las' refusal has placed it 
in Air. Bluko's power to terra the media 
tion of Lord CMrnarvon an "attempted 
« ttlement," und bus caused a wound to 
b eed afresh that everyone had hoped was 
lieuied. We advise tho utmost, caution 
on the part of the People of British Col- 
umbia in discussing any new arrange- 
ment. We should also advise the Gov- 
ernment to be cautious; but as tho end 
and aim of their policy appears to be, 
how to preserve their portfolios, advice 
would be thrown away upon them. 



Fowl Play- A Card. 

Editor Colonist, — On Wednesday of 
last weok, I was told by Mr. Gallagher 
that Mr. Heistermau had poisoned sever- 
al of my chickens. I. went to my homo 
on tho Saanioh road and found seven 
fowls lying dead: four others died soon 
afterwards. I made a complaint to tho 
Police Court; the caso was heard and Mr. 
Heisterman confessed that ho had sprink- 
led wheat poisoned with prussio acid ami 
stryehnino about his grounds to keep my 
fowls from scratching up his oats. Since 
tho caso was disposed of tho remainder 
of my fowls-making ninoteon in all-have 
diod, togethor witli their young broods, 
to say nothing of thes nest of eggs on 
■virion the fowls were sotting. 1 make 
this statement for tho purpose of remov- 
ing any fooling as to my being to blame 
for tho depi-adations of tho chickens, for 
had Mr. Heisterman placed a foneo about 
his grounds my fowls could not have 
touchod his oats.

A Central News telegram says that 
during a dispute near Milford betwuen 
two officers, Lieut. Waiker and Dr. Al 
der, the l itter stabbed Lieut.

Tho injured man was at one time thought 
to be dying, but is now recovering.

Constituents. 

IMPORTANT UTTERANCES. 

Nefrotlatlens jrolntr o» tor further Relaxa- 
tion of tlio Tonus of Union witli Biitisll 
Columbia. 

Walkerton, Juno 3. — Tho nomina- 
tion of a caudidato to represent South 
Bruce in the House of Commons, ren- 
dered vacant by the acceptance by 
Hon. Mr. Blake of au ofiico in Hon. 
Mr. Mackenzie's Administration took 
place here to-day. 

The only nomination made was that 
of Mr. Blake, who was declared re- 
clccled by acclamation. 

A meeting was then constituted of 
those present in the Court house, 
when tho result of tho election was 
declared, and Mr. Blake was called 
on for a speech. 

Mr. Blake said that it had not boon 
his intention beforo this morning to 
address those whom ho expected to 
sec bore, because ho had supposed 
that few, comparatively, of tho ele t- 
ors, would have boon present, owing 
to the alteration in the law by which 
the old system of nomination had boon 
abolished. But when he found so 
many of the gentlemen who had so 
repeatedly honored him with their 
confidence as to re-olect him as their 
representative, assembled ou tho oc- 
casion, he thought it bis duty to say 
a few weirds to them, though they 
would be very lew, considering the 
circumstances. This was, ho believ- 
ed, tho 

BEVKNTH OCCASION 

on which he had received tho confi- 
dence of the electors of this ridiug, 
sometimes after a severe contest, and 
sometimes, as on this occasion, with- 
out an expressed difi'eranco of opin- 
ion, and ho felt that during tho short 
period ho had had the honor of being 
in public lift; that it was a singular 
and, perhaps, 

AN U0PRECEDENTED POSITION 

for a public man in this country to 
occupy. Three times ho also had 
been elected in imothor riding. Those 
who had, under t'!ese circumstances, 
often heard his views, were well aware 
that his own feelings and wishes were 
other than those which would have 
directed him to tho otnee which ho at 
present occupied. * * * * They 
were aware tii.it no less than three 
election bills were introduced by the 
lute Government, but that they all 
proved abortive. The present Gov- 
ernment had succeeded in tho task of 
passing such a law, and had plaoad on 
tho statute book 

AN ELECTION ACT 

providing for a system such as was 
foreshadowed by tho lato Govern- 
ment for u relaxed franchiso and for 
rothig by ballot. Another question 
which had been dealt with, but not 
satisfactorily, by tho lato Govern 
ment, was that of an insolvent law. 
That question was remitted to 
tho Parliament of Canada at Confe- 
deration, along with that of tho elec- 
tion law, was disposed of by 

THE IjATE government 
by a temporary Bill introduced by a 
private member which passed in 18(38. 
That law expiring, it was renewed by 
another temporary measure, tho then 
Government not daring to grapple 
with the difficulties of establishing an 
insolvency law on a permanent basiH. 
During tho lastsossion, the present 
Government took up that task, aud 
matured, with the assistance of the 
House of Commons, a measuro which 
received tho very general support of 
tho members, and with tho main pro- 
visions of which he was heartily in 
accord, although to some of the do- 
tails ho was unable to givo an unquali- 
fied assent. Then there was 

TUB SUPIiKME OOL'llT DILI., 

which had also been grappled with 
by the lato Govevnmout, with equally 
unsuccessful and abortivo results; 
whereas tho present Government had 
passed one which, in its main provis- 
ions, had received the ratification of 
tho country. Turning to tlio 

FINANCIAL POLICY OF THE MaCSSNZIE GOV- 
ERNMENT, 

Ho said that though it involved the 
necessity of imposing incroased taxa- 
tion on the peopio, in ordor to meet 
the engagements left to tho country 
by the lute Government, and to pro- 
vide for the Pacific II iilway,it was one 
with regard to which a most active 
member of tho Opposition had said 
last session that though it had put 
three millions of additional taxation 
on tho people, tUoy had borno it with 
out knowing it. Another great finan- 
cial achievement of tho present gov- 
ernment was the large loan which was 
contracted hud year for the purpose 
of assisting, preparatory to tho pro- 
secution of 

THE PACIFIC RAILWAY, 

and also for the extension of tho sys- 
tem of canals. He said, without fear 
of contradiction, that that was the 
best financial operation that in the 
best, period of its experience had been 
accomplished by the Government of 
Canada. His friend, Mr. Cartwright, 
placed that largo h lull on the market 
at four per cent, without any pecuni- 
ary sacrifice at all. He placed it 
thereat such a rate of discount as to 
make it equal to the best loan which 
bad oven boon negotiated before. He 
(Mr. Blake) was couteut on this sub- 
ject to appeal to the candid judgment 
of tho 

LATE FINANCE MINISTER 

of Camilla, and ho was quite sure if 
those who railed against this operation 
asked t he opinion of Sir Francis Hincks 
they would find thai ho agreed with 
h.m (Mr. Blake) thai it was tho bobt 



financial transaction which could have 
boon accomplished. Another matter 
for which he claimed credit for this 
Government was tho 

POSTAL CONVENTION 

with the United States. Ho then pro- 
ceeded to touch on tho question on 
which, he said, ho was not in accord 
with tho presont Government— the 
settlement which it was attompted to 
bo mado with 

BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

He felt that that settlement was a 
more onerous to this country than it 
was in a position to boar. Ho was hap- 
py to say, howevor, that preliminary 
to his acceptance of office, discuss ons 
wore entered upon which resulted in 

AN AGREEMENT ON A POLICY 8 ATIBFACTOHY 
TO MY* ELF, 

and which he believed would, when 
properly developed in Parliament, bo 
found satisfactory to tho country. Ho 
was not able to develop that policy to 
thorn uow, for very obvious reasons. 
It was in part dependent on tho re- 
sult of negotiations going on at present, but 
whatever would bo done would bo 
subject to tho deliberations and de- 
cision of tho pooplo's representatives 
in Parliament assembled. And though 
ho did not tell thorn that ho could 
hope for such a settlement of that 
dreadful burden imposed upon us by 
tho predocessors of the present Gov- 
ernment as thoy would like, ho had 
no doubt the country would bo placed 
in a position with respect to this mat- 
ter more satisfactory than at ono time 
appeared probable or likely. In ref- 
erence to bis own election, with refer- 
ence to his public course, ho had only 
to say that he would endeavor to se- 
cure in tho position ho at present oc- 
cupied tho carrying out in the Gov- 
ernment of those general principles he 
had advocated during the last eight 
voars. Thoy know what these were. 
Ho had 

NO SYMPATHY WHATEVER WITn A SOCALLED 
REFORMED 

party, which sees nothing to reform; 
with a liberal party which sees nothing 
to liberalize; with a socalled party of 
progress which is determined to stand 
absoutely still, and it was bucause ho 
believed that that was uot tho policy 
of tho gentlemen at present in power, 
that he had undertaken with them to 
govern this country on tho principles 
whfch he advocated. Thoy knew that 
progress iu Parliament was only to be 
effected in one way, and that was by 
progross on tho part of the people to 
large. It was to them that those of 
tho members of Parliament who had 
what wore called advanced ideas, must 
look for the 

STRF.NOTII TO ADVAJICB 

and ho hel'eved that to the peopio 
thoy would not look in vain. We 
know that questions of interest and 
importance, but of novelty, passed 
through three phases. They became 
tho first public qustions, then Parlia- 
ment ry questions, then Ministerial 
questions. They woro agitated by the 
pess and on tho platform for a time, 
until they assumed such proportions 
when such a strength of public opinion 
is developed in them that thoy are be- 
come 

FIT FOR AGITATION IN PARLIAMENT. 

Then, after undergoing for a time tho 
crucial discussion which takes place 
in Parliament, they assumed the 
phase iu which they are proper sub- 
jects to be dealt with by the Minis- 
try. In this day we are governed by 
public opinion, and public opiuion is 
formed by public discussion, and to 
publio discussion thoso of us who be- 
lieve that we havo not arrived at per- 
fection yot, must look for that promise 
for which wo long. There was a dan- 
ger at tho ago of tho world different 
from tho dangers wiiich havo boset 
free thought beforo, and that was 
tho 

DESPOTISM OF THAT PUBLIC OPINION 

There was also another danger against 
which wo must guard, viz., the 
cowardice whicu is too often ajit to 
display itself with regard to tho promul 
gatioti of any doctrine which may seem 
to savor of novelty and unpopularity. In 
this day, when free intelligent argument 
is really that on which tho future of a 
country haul's, instead of condemning, 
we ought rather to 

KSCuUISAOB A MAN WHO INTRODUCES THE 

DISCUSSION OF SUCH DOCTRINES. 

We should not approve of his doctrines 
if wo thought him wrong; but we sliouhl 
meet him, not bysuelj disgraceful talk as 
that dismission of Btioh subjects was per- 
nicious, but by fair argument. Uu (Mr. 
Blake) was a little ashamed of his coun- 
try sometimes, when he reflected that it 
was a faot, that there were, on hiiiiio 
lopicf of very groat import iiice to us.Ichs 
freedom of thought, and less freedom of 
discussion, than we find in aristooratio 
England — that in democratic- Canada 
thero should bo found a great disposition 
to 

FROWN DOWN THE DISCUSSION 
of topics, which, though tabooed by in- 
telligent men in England; wero yet spo 
ken of freely by the best men in that 
country ns proper subjects for discussion, 
lie then referred to himself as having 
some mouths ago given to tho public his 
views on various important questions of 
that character, and said that 

HE STOOD I1Y THOSE VIEWS STILL, 

and that it would tie tiis happiness and 
his pleasure, as he conceived it to bo his 
duty, to use the opportunities which 
might present themselves in the future, 
to advance those opinions in the presence 
of his fellow men, iu order that he might, 
if ho could, hasten tho day for an intelli- 
gent discussion of them, and an intelli- 
gent determination us to thoir truth, llo 
went on to repeat somo of his well known 
arguments against the present mode of 
constituting the Senate, and road an ex- 
tract from a speech of Mr. Mackenzie, 
reported in tho Hansard, to show that he 
(the Premier) was in perfect accord with 
Mr. Mills arid him (Mr. Bluko) as to tho 
desirability of 

REFORMING TUAT BODY IN BOMB WAT Oil 
OTHER. 

As to the details of that rofor m thero 



were . he said, differences of opinion 
among thoso who wero in favor of the 
general principle, and tho quostiou was 
one, he admitted, which waste be Bottled 
with considerable difficulty. But, as ho 
had anticipated, ho suid, the reform was 
more important than tho modo in which 
it should bo accomplished. As ho and 
Messrs. Mills and Maekenzio said, last 
session, it was important to obtain a dis- 
cussion throughout tho country of these 
questions of details; and f urthormOro, it 
was important that thoy should consider 
whether there should not be somo plan 
proposod to tho Legislature by which 
such amendments as from time to time 
might bo required in the Federal Consti- 
tution Bhould, with duo regard to the 
rights and intorosts of tho sovrral Pro- 
viccos bo capable of deciding, not mere- 
ly bo indicated but cirried to comple- 
tion, in the genoral Legislature— in liko 
manner as reforms of the constitution in 
tho annals of tho Pre vinces might bo 
brought to completion in tho Provincial 
Legislature itself. That was ono of the 
difficulties which beset thepraotical deal- 
ing with tho question of the reconstruc- 
tion of tho Senate. Adverting to tho mode 
of mnking 

APPOINTMENTS IN TnE CIVIL SEBVICB, 

he s.tid he desired to see tho timo whon, 
as ho had formerly said, efficiency and 
not inllueneo would be the passport to it, 
and trusted that at no far day a measure 
would bo maturod for the purpose of 
furthering, if tho Governmont woro not 
able to carry out' that important change. 
He next reform! to the question of 

THE FRANCHISE, 

and gave somo of the arguments from his 
Aurora speech in favor of its extension, 
aud somo of thoso iu favor of 

COMrULSORT VOTING, 

He expressed the opinion that tho latter 
system would iu a short time be brought 
into operation into this country, aud Haul 
that, he intended to make it his business 
at au early day to urge it before his fel- 
low countrymen. He also contended, as 
in his Aurora speech, that the presont 

RELATIONS OF CANADA WITH THE MOTHER 
COUNTRY 

should be discussed freely — relations 
which he said were admitted by tho press 
and by all public men who had choson to 
discuss tho question to bo anomalous, 
and could not bo perpetuated; but for 
which some others must be substituted. 
It was not, ho hold, the duty of Parlia- 
ment to enter on that discussion. Ho had 
never proposed a motion on tho subject, 
and whenever one had beou proposod he 
had not spoken on it, because) ho had be- 
hoved the question was not yet ripe for 
disoussion in Parliament. Iu the mean- 
time wo had a 

CLEAR AND OBVIOUS DUTY 

to perform, and that was to tako care that 
those liberties which wo now rejoice in, 
und which wo havo won, shall remain 
whole and entire to us. Thoy would re 
collect that last session in vindication of 
that view ho proposed a motion express- 
in i the opinion of t he Houso of CommonR 
of Canada upon a despatch of tho Colo- 
nial Secretary, who told His Excellency 
tho Governor-General thut he was to do" 
cido a certain 

POINT OF GREAT IMPORTANCE TO THIS 
COUNTRY. 

The point, being whether the Provincial 
Statutes should be allowed or diuullowod. 
uot upon tho advice of his responsible 
ministers, but upon his own individual 
discretion. The motion was intended to 
record the dissent of the HoiibO of Com 
mons from snub a doctrine, and it was 
unanimously acceded to. The motion 
was, however, withdrawn, because the 
Government undertook to act in the mat 
ter. Upon that occasion the law odieere 
of the Crown (whom the humble in 
dividual who now addressed them had 
not at all times considered .correct 
in their decisions,) gave an opinion which 
ho did not hesitate to say was on opinion 
no man was found aide in faot to di-pute.
